Programme Notes 


Tomaso Albinoni (1674 - 1745) 
Concerto inD minon Op. 9,No. 2 


Albinoni's D minor Concerto is cast in the by now accepted three-maovement fast-slow- 
fast format. The music exudes confidence and makes skilful use of sequence and 
judicious repetition to produce a satisfying format scheme. The Adagio second move- 
ment has a Handslian breadth about it which is, prehaps, an indication of how much the 
great German assimilated in his Italian travels. From such expressive music as this we 
can appreciate why it was that Italian music and musicians came to cast so wide an 
influence on the musical world in the eighteenth century. The final Allegro provides an 
exciting and delightful conclusion to a work brimming with the sheer joy of music-making. 


Francis Poulenc {1899 - 1969} 
Sonata for Oboe and Piano 


A prolific composer of songs, Francis Poulenc (1898 - 19693) wrote chamber music 

For winds at both ends of his career. His gift for melody is quickly apparent in his writing 
for winds. Dedicated to Prokofiev (d. 1959}, the Obo0e Sonata opens with a gentie 
"Elégie," a flowing melody interrupted by angry outbursts. The "Scherzo' with its 
beautiful trio, is followed by an evacative "Déploratian,"” bringing to a close Poulenc’s 

final work with an uneasy pianissimo. On January SO, 1963, weeks after his sixty-fourth 
birthday, Poulenc suffered aheart attack and died in Paris, 


VW. A. Mozart (1756-17971) 
Oboe Quartet K.3S7O0 


The Quartet for Oboe, Violin, Vioija and Cello dates from 1781. Mozart wrote it, in 
Munich, for the virtuoso Friedrich Ramm who played "with delicacy, alightness anda 
power of expression that enchant the listener and with a practical skill possessed by 
few oboists.” Itis an ambitious work somewhat ‘concertante’ in style, but with an 
opportunity for a cadenza by the oboist in the Adagio and an original and unusual finale.

Oboe, Kitchener-Waterloo Symphony}, Charles Hamann (Principal Oboe, National 
Arts Centre Orchestra], Phillipe Magnan (Principal Oboe, Quebec Symphony] and 
Melvin Berman (Professor Emenrtius of Oboe, University of Toronto). Jonathan began 
his musical studies at avery early age with his mother on piano and later played the 
Violin and viola. As a violinist he has played with the Scarborough Philharmonic as 
Assistant Principal Second Violin on a joint cancert with other fellow Scarborough 
students. He has also played with the Scarborough Schools Honour Orchestra on 
vidija, Concertmaster with the Scarborough Music Camp Chamber Orchestra and 
other jJeader positions with his school orchestras. He concluded his violin career as 
Associate Concertmaster with the Scarborough Schools Symphony Orchestra. He 
later held the Principal Obve position with that same orchestra under the baton of 
Colin PR. Clarke. Since playing the oboe about five and half years ago, he has played 
principal and solo oboe in the National Youth Band of Canada, Toranto Youth Wind 
Orchestra, Korean Canadian Symphony Orchestra and on English Horn with 
University of Toronta Symphony Orchestra, Etobicoke Philharmonic, HartHouse 
Orchestra, Jose Hernandez Opera Company and the Greater Toronto Area 
Teachers' Wind Ensemble. Inthe Spring of 1998, the Toronto Youth Wind Orchestra 
featured his transcription of Fall Fair, by Godfrey Ridoutin an all Canadian Concert at 
the Ford Centre forthe Performing Arts. During his last year in high school, Jonathan 
performed at the Scholarship Competition of MusicFest Canada in Vancouver British 
Columbia. Jonathan designs websites in his spare time, fixes Computers and serves 
aS an expert computer technician and advisor for majar corporations. Jonathan

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The four works on this programme represent the most often 
played of the saxophone’s limited repertoire. Although each piece 
was written around the same time—the composers were near- 
contemporaries of one another—each remains distinct in ) 
compositional style. 

The Sonata by American composer Paul cresten (Joseph 


Guttoveggio) was written for saxophonist Cecil Leeson. His writing 
uses thick tonal harmonies and he continually displaces rhythms 
within a constant meter. The ease of melodic line, in its modal 
shifting and rhythmic meandering, makes this piece enjoyable both 
to listen to and to play. 

Much of the work of Alfred deSencles is in the French neo- 
classical tradition. His Prélude, Cadence et Finale was written for 
the annual competition at the Paris Conservatory, but it has gone on 
to become one of the standards of the repertoire. The angular 
opening transforms itself into a vocal improvisation before the 
cadenza. The dialogue between the saxophone and the piano 
continues in the rhythmic finale, where Desenclos juxtaposes the 
angular and the lyrical, making frequent use of jazz-inspired rhythms. 

Paul hindemith remains unlike any other composer of the 
twentieth century. His harmonies are tonal in theory, but he extracts 
the upper partials of the harmonic series (the fourths which were so 
dissonant to Bach) which obscure the relationship between adjacent 
harmonies. Hindemith made it one of his projects to write a sonata 
for every orchestral instrument; the “E? Sonata” was written for 
Althorn but the composer suggests alto saxophone (he was a multi- 
instrumentalist himself). The piece is neo-classical in style, evoking 
images of pastoral landscapes (1° mvt) as well as the modern, 
mechanical, wartime Germany in which he lived (2" mvt). The 
dialogue preceding the fourth movement (see insert) allows for th ; 
two aspects of Hindemith’s style to coexist and the performers Connie 
to terms with this dichotomy in the finale. 

Siberian mathematician Edison denmisev began writing in the 


style of Prokofiev and his teacher Schostakovich (to whom he pays 
homage, as each movement begins with the notes D-E”-C-B—or 
Dimiti SCHostakovich), but he soon adapted the serial technique of Boulez 
and Nono. Rhythmic complexity, extended techniques and 
microtones are characteristic of Denisov’s work. The first movement 
of the Sonata for Alto Saxophone and Piano, written for Jean-Marie 
Londeix, is serial and pointillistic, contrasting mechanically constant 
rhythms with unstable flourishes, and noise with silence. The 
second movement, a soliloquy for saxophone, employs numerous 
techniques that exploit the many colours of the saxophone. -The final 
movement fully realizes the jazz inflections introduced in the first 
movement, then all aspects of the work culminate in the finale.

Québécois -omposet Robert Lemay is no stranger to the saxophone. 
His knowledge of the instrument goes beyond many saxophonists, and 
he was thus chosen by l’Association des saxophonistes du Québec (ASQ) 


to write four pieces in 1999 for solo saxophone, ‘ranging from high 


school to professional level. I was lucky enough to meet Robert at Le 
Domaine Forget last summer, where I was able to work with him on the 
pieces. Les Photographies du 21 is inspired by a photography exposition at 


MOMA in New York with the same title. After the Khmers Rouges 


took power in Cambodia, Pol Pot instituted death camps to exterminate 
anyone in opposition to his regime. Seconds before each petson was 
executed, a photograph was taken for the government files. The exhibit 
displayed these photographs from Camp #21, taken by anonymous 
photographers. Lemay, in his tesponse to this horrifying exhibit, has 
constructed a ‘ceremony’: he stresses the idea of ‘performance art’ and 
encourages the performer to use the space that he is in, to move around, 
and to make spontaneous choices throughout the performance. For 
example, I do not know what music is‘on each stand until I arrive, and I 
improvise short ‘thoughts’ between these ‘photographs.’ 

Russian composer Edison Denisov is likely the most important 


influence on modern saxophone writing. His Sonata for Alto Saxophone 


and Piano (1970), which I presented in March ‘98 and again in November 
‘99, is the first to explore extended techniques which have now become 
standard in the repertoire. This sequel Sonata, with violoncello, expands 
the ideas first presented in the 1970 work. The first movement is 
virtuosic: an energetic conversation between saxophone and piano is 
contrasted by rhythmic regularity; chaos is achieved through the 
independence of counterpoint between the voices. A calmer, melodic 
section introducing quarter tones is brief before the strident 
recapitulation. The slow second movement develops two quite similar 
melodies, rhythmically independent of one another. The phasing in and 
out of each melody allows the listener to hear the homogeneity of the 
two seemingly dissimilar instruments. The multiphonics, although harsh 
in sound, are used melodically as a cadential device by Denisov. The 
third movement is, to me, a written-out jazz improvisation. Denisov 
challenges the cello to play pizzicato until the “Jimi Hendrix climax” (the 
cello plays arco), after which there is a recapitulation of the ideas from 
the entire Sonata, then the two voices simply tire together.

The 1990s represent the culmination of a century and the termination 
of a millenium. It seems apptoptiate now to reflect upon the last decade 
because the music written during the 90s both epitomizes what is now a 
‘conservative’ modernity, and anticipates the newness to come. Someone 
once told me that there was more music written in the last decade than 
has ever been written, and it is astounding how the five works on this 
progtamme can sound so different, and yet come from the same origin. 

| Written in 1989 (but for the 1990 Paris Conservatory Competition), 
Plupart du Temps II draws inspiration from the beginning of the centuty: 
the poetry of Pierre Reverdy. French composer Betsy Jolas fragments 
poetic and musical phrases so much that this quality becomes the only 
constant to orient the listener; but it is the juxtaposition of the fragments 
that give the piece coherence (and like the music of Debussy, Jolas 


lingers on colour more than melody). It is this quality that Reverdy © 
speaks about above, and the idea evokes images of the Cubist paintings 


of Braque and Picasso, who extracted beauty from the simple geometry 
of objects. Although the piece is atonal, Jolas gtavitates toward a centre: 
she meanders away in semitones, but always reestablishes the pitch D. 

Russian composer Vadim Karasikov explores the extreme colour 
possibilities of instruments, and constructs complex but vety musical 
phrases out of isolated sounds. Similar to the Klangfarbenmelodie (‘tone- 
colour melody’), Karasikov looks to the pointillism of Webern, but uses 
colour rather than pitch, an influence of electroacoustic music. Casws in 
terminus, translated literally means ‘falling/dying to the end,’ but the 
phrase is also used by the philosopher Kant to mean ‘an occuttence in 
the domain.’ Karasikov says the piece reflects Kant’s theory of organic 
development: ‘any new elements of texture, which are continuously 
tequited during the course of the development, are strictly dependent on 
the elements preceding them.’ 

I know very little about the music of Russian composet Alexander 
Vustin, but Musique pour lange (Music for the angel’) is an evocative 
piece, and likely the most accessible on the programme. Vustin uses 
tonal harmonies without tonal function; that is, he obscures any sense of 
form, creating a very fluid, dream-like work (... Debussy again?). He uses 
the three instruments homogeneously, and the winding rhythms give this 
_ piece an improvisatory character. a:
